The following statement regarding the 
recent change in the form of government 
in Hawaii is furnished us by a corres 
pendent at Honolulu: 

I ant not aware whether you take any 
interest in matters affecting these islands. 
Perhaps, it may not be inappropriate to 
give you an outline of the history of the 
"revolution," as it is called. This will at 
least possess the merit of emanating from 
a strictly impartial observer, and impar- 
tiality is a fcatuie which has generally 
been absent front the communications 
which appeared in the California papers 
concerning events here. Briefly, it has 
been the old story in which history has 
again and again repeated itself, viz.: The 
abuse of power on the part of the gov- 
erning classes, the ultimate rebellion of 
the masses against that abuse, and the 
consequent curtaihnout of power in the 
hands ol the former. I am sending you 
under cover a copy of the '•Honolulu 
Alumnae and Directory," published from 
the office in which I am engaged. In 
this you will find the full text of the con- 
stitution which has formed the basis of 
government since the year 1804, as also 
that of the- one substituted for it in .luly 
hist. The essential difference between 
them is this: That under the more recent 
instrument the power of the King is cur- 
tailed and that of the people augmented. 
Under the old constitution the King 
could dismiss his ministers whenever ho 
chose without consulting anyone, and the 
consequence was that for sonic years past 
the country lias been governed virtually 
by a faction. Public money has been 
lavishly expended on ostentation, while 
pressing public needs have been neglect- 
ed. It is claimed that. chicanery 
.and peculation have been rampant 
and that large sums have been fraudcntly 
dealt with. Charges of this kind have 
been publicly made through the press, 
the king himself not buing exempted. 
Since the accession to powor of what is 
known as the reform party strenuous en- 
deavors have been made to bring home 
these charges to 'the ex-prime minister 
(who has been the leading mind) and 
others, but without avail so far as actual 
criminality is concerned. Notwithstand- 
ing this failure to substantiate the charges 
of fraud, political extinction has seldom 
been more complete. The parliamentary 
elections have just closed, and except in 
one or two isolated instances the reform 
party, have proved victorious .along their 
whole line, so that the opposition (that 
inevitable element in politics, no matter 
what the fate of parties) must in future 
spring out of their own ranks. That 
those who .are now the victors were actu- 
ated in a great measure by honest motives 
cannot he doubted, as matters had come 
ton pass which was simply unbearable, 
but how they were influenced by consid- 
erations of the loaves and lishe.s, as to 
what temptations their success may 
embolden them to yield, yet ro- 
Kn mains to he seen. for the last two 
Aforthreo months we have been without 
ovon an opposition paper. The organ of 
the late ministry has been practically 
suppressed. It survives, it is true, as a 

nneiespaper, but sonic unseen pressure is 
brought to boar upon its directors where- 
by they are most effectually gagged, polit- 
ical comments being rigidly excluded from 
its columns. Such absolute powor as the

A Horrible Crime.

Dr. Dawson will return perhaps by the 
next" Alaska steamer anil then we may 
secure the unvarnished truth about the 
far-oil' mines of the Yukon. 



It is expocted in London that Her Ma- 
jesty will take action in regard in the 
Bughos-Hallot .scandal by demanding that 
Colonel Mallet's name lie removed front 
the list of army officers. Such a course 
was followed by the Qucon in tie case of 
other disgraced officers. 

Adirondack Mubuay thinks thai uith 
in 25 years Canada will have a population 
of twenty millions and either be an inde- 
pendent nation, or a section of the great 
republic. The long continuance of British 
connexion he regards as impossible, and 
believes that independence is more con- 
genial to the Canadian mind that annexa- 
tion just now. 

Tub Atlantic Ocean has been acting in 
an unprecedented manner during the 
present summer. The gulf stream, it is 
now said, is racing along with unusual 
rapidity. Not long ago it was announced 
that the water of the ocean was phenome- 
nally warm. Icebergs have either stayed 
at home, or have been melted before 
before reaching the "lanes" between 
America and Europe The big wave that 
tried to swallow up tho I'mbria is also a 
manifestation of the general departure of 
the Atlantic from its customary behavior. 
An unusual amount of storm weather lias 
prevailed. The elements have been 
somewhat demoralized mi laud also. The 
visitation of heat and humidity in the 
east and the scorching drought in the 
west, with cyclone disturbances all 
around, furnish food fur scientific reflec- 
tion as well as ground fur popular dissatis- 
faction. 

The alarming intelligence is received 
that an Atlantic steamship has arrived 
at New York with Asiatic cholera on 
board, eight of the passengers having died 
on the passage from the .Mediterranean, 
at several points i if which the disease is 
epidemic. By strict quarantine and thor- 
ough disinfection the plague may lie pre- 
vented from eH'octing a foothold mi this 
continent. The fact that the warm wea- 
ther is over certainly favors its suppres- 
sion. In the two gieat outbreak.-, of 
cholera in 18.'!l' and L854, when thousands 
of persons, in Canada and the United 
States fell a prey to cholera, it got a foot- 
hold in the spring ami run its course dur- 
ing the warm summer months, which are 
particularly favorable to the propagation 
of the genu. Any one who reads of the 
terrible experiences of cholera-stricken 
Italians, will earnestly pray that the people 
of this continent may be sav ed a similar 
visitat inn. 



Tub issue of the new liritish coin, the 
double Horin or dollar, is the beginning of 
the end of the old pounds, shillings, pein e 
and farthings division of liritish "ioney. 
For a long time the present pound has 
been regarded as an inconvenient unit of 
monetary value, and many schemes have 
been proposed to remedy I he fault, bill 
mine were adopted. The London chamber 
of commerce has now under consideration 
a plan making the four shilling piece the 
unit value or dollar, and dividing il into 
cents. By this plan nearly all tho exist- 
ing coins can be utilized without creating 
any confusion from having a double stan- 
dard of unit value in force. The sovereign 
would become five dollars, two shillings a 
half dollar, one shilling twenty-five cents, 
while the new coins would he ten and live 
cents, the new penny two cents and the 
half-penny one cent. The change is sure 
to come, and though the old coins may 
yet ronain a long lime in use, their names 
will be changed, ami the)- will bear a 
much more convenient and uniform rela- 
tive value to each other. 



Ok all the deadly appliances of warfare 
not yet tested in actual conflict, the dyna- 
mite gun appears must likely in prove re- 
volutionary ill its effects. A recent test 
was made near New York of the Xalinski 
dynamite gun, in the presoncoofn num- 
ber of representative naval and military 
men. A largo schooner w as anchored al 
a distance of a inile and a quarter, and on 
tins the gnu was trained. The second 
shot a shell containing 55 pounds of dyna- 
mite, struck the vessel, and "so com- 
pletely wrecked her thai she was turned 
almost inside out.'' The inventor de- 
clares, quite credibly, thai his gun can be 
made to carry dynamite project iles of ten 
times tins weight, at much longer range, 

and with equal accuracy. It would seem 
that, with such artillery m use for dofon 
bIvo purposes on shore, 
heaviest ironclad could ..

KORKKlTUltK OK T1IK SKALKRS. 

It will be seen by the report of the 
trials of the sealing schooners at Sitka, 
which is reproduced in full in our local 
columns, that the British schooner \V. 1'. 
Sayvvard and six American schooners have 
been found guilty before the U.S. district 
court of Alaska of illegal scaling, and de- 
clared forfeited, together with tackle and 
all property, to the United States. This 
decision was not unexpected here, and is 
but in keeping with the general course 
folk, wed by the Alaska ollicials through- 
out, However, the forfeiture of the 
vessels has placed the question where it 
can be appealed to a higher authority, 
the Supreme Court of the United States, 
and there is the presumption that there a 
much fairer preset it at ion will be had, ami an 
impartial decision given. To the minds 
ol all who have considered the question 
there can be but one result— the declara- 
tion that the contention of the United 
States to jurisdiction over the waters of 
Behring Sea is untenable. This claim, 
however, forms the ground upon which 
Judge Dawson has rendered his decision. 
If it was valid in this instance, then it 
would also be mi the Atlantic coast where 
the American contention is diametrically 
opposite to that claimed for the Pacific. 



smacks of but little value, which proba- 
bly accounts for the lack of inclination on 
the part of their owners to go after them.

According to its understanding of the 
contracts it bus with the United Suites, 
as well as with Russia, this company pays 
so much per pound for every seal, and ils 
contract, which terminates in 1890, is for 
twenty years. 

TUB ALASKA company's contract. 
Under the lei ins of the contract they 
are permitted to kill seals on two islands 
only, and it is their desire that the Alas- 
ka markets should not be overstocked. 
This company naturally exerts consider- 
able influence in Alaska, and il may be 
that it was influential in raising the quos- 
tion, so thai it could be properly disposed 

of. 

Since the three smaller vessels were 
siezed larger ships have been drawn into 
the controversy, and the whole subject 
will he considered together. There has 
been no unnecessary delay, so far :i,s the 
State Department knows, and the case is 
now awaiting its turn in the courts.

QUEBEC. 

Tho gross earnings of the Caiiiindinn 
Pacific railway for the week ending Sep- 
tombor -'1st wore $2301,000) jis compared 
with $221,000 for fcbo oorrospondink 
of lust year, an increase for 1H87 <»f 

The return of traffic of the Grand 
Trunk railway for t lie wreok ondiiig Sep- 
tember 17Ui is uh follows: Passenger 
train earnings, $188,122; freight, $237,- 
!>7:!; total, $426,095. For the corres- 
ponding week lust j'oar the earnings 
were: — Passongor, $109,532; freight, 
$220,652; total, $390,184, shewing an in- 
crease for 1887 of $35,911. 

L. (). Armstrong, colonization agent of 
tho 0. P. R., at present in Boston, is 
arranging fur an exhibition of Manitoba 
products at the forthcoming exhibition at 
the Huh. 

Mrs. (i. II. Kenton, Baltimore, was 
found dead in bed at the Balmoral hotel 
Montreal, on the 27tli Sept., the result 
of an overdose of opium. She came there 
a few weeks ago to take artistic lessons, 
but has been drinking very heavily. 

High Constable Bissonnette left for 
Toronto the other day witli a new war- 
rant, for Editor Sheppard. 

Nottloton & Steer, of Birmingham, 
England, contemplate the erection of large 
rolling mills in Canada, and propose to 
build in Montreal if the city would fix a 
special rate of taxation. This is another 
result of the new iron tariff. 

In the court of Qucon's bench at Mon- 
treal on the '2cSt.li Sept., Page, who raised 
cheques on the banks of Jacques Curlier 
and Montreal to the value of S.IO.OOO 
was sentenced to fourteen years in peni- 
tentiary. An octogenarian named Car- 
roll, who killed a fellow butcher, got two 
years for manslaughter and Lesormiers, 
a priest charged with rape, got two years 
and twenty lushes.

KILLED BY A SHELL. 

Three Little Children Lose Their Lives and 
Another Dying Through Playing with an 
Uuexnlodeil Shell. 

A Quebec despatch says: A shocking 
story has been received from the Island 
of Orleans. Four little children belonging 
to the family of P. Qodboute, a farmer 
living close to the camping ground where 
the Dominion Artillery Association held 
their, annual competition a few weeks ago, 
went out to pick up pieces of exploded 
shell which were strewn along the beach 
in the vicinity of thu targets. While en- 
gaged in this pursuit they came across a 
large shell which had not exploded after 
being tired from the 04-pounder gun dur- 
ing the competition. Their curiosity be- 
ing aroused, they set to work to dissect 
the fuse and applied a lighted match, the 
result being that the shell exploded, kill- 
ing three of the children instantly and in- 
juring the fourth so seriously that its life 
is despaired of. The sudden shock given 
to the parents on hearing of the accident 
has prostrated them. The mother has 
been unconscious since. A later report 
says that on Thursday Major Prevost, su- 
perintendent of the cartridge factory, 
went to the Island of Orleans with a de- 
tachment of "B" Battery for the purpose 
of testing the conical bombs or shells, 
which are sixteen inches long, six inches 
in diameter and contain a charge of seven 
pounds two ounces of powder. For some 
reason or other one of t he bombs did not 
explode and either through carelessness 
or otherwise it was left on the ground, the 
consequence being the shocking accident 
to-day. 

THE STEAMER SUBSIDY. 

The Opinion of the Manager or the Oriental 
bines on the Matter. 

George H. Rice traffic manager of the 
Oriental lines, in an interview with a S. 
1'". Chrmticle reporter said: 

"It is useless to deny that the subsidy 
which has been granted the Canadian Pa- 
cific line, in consideration of the main- 
tenance of a .semi-monthly steamer to 
China and Japan, will ho of immense ad- 
vantage to that line as a competitor for 
the trade of the Orient. It is evident that 
a lino so subsidized is independent of the 
ordinary conditions of traffic, and is an 
advantage which cannot be ignored by us. 
Heretofore the China traffic has not paid 
them: their in cargoes have been large, 
but their out traffic has been a losing one. 
We cannot but believe, however, that the 
action of the British Government will re- 
sult to our advantage, inasmuch as it will 
convince our Government that in order to 
maintain intact our present service it must 
aid us in sustaining our present advant- 
ages. Thus far our business has not been 
affected in any marked degree, our ships 
are receiving heavy cargoes and carry 
back great quantities of Hour and other 
products w hich give us a fairly profitable 
traffic. Thus far rates have been main- 
tained, but this subsidy to the Canadian 
Pacific will enable them to run their 
steamers profitably upon rates which 
would make a losing business for us. Our 
advantages over the northern route are 
that we can undoubtedly lay down our 
cargoes in New York much quicker than 
the Canadian Pacific can do; also that the 
heavy shipments of flour, and Chinese 
travel, would not seek the northern route. 
While the Canadian Pacific has a some- 
what shorter route across the Pacific they 
the disadvantage of a longer line to east- 
ern ports. 

The line which we maintain is the only 
oceanic line which sails under the Amer- 
ican Hag, yet Congress lias heretofore per- 
sisted in refusing a reasonable subsidy to 
sustain it, and we are about discouraged 
from making another attempt." 

It is understood that the Pacific Mail 
will make a vigorous at tempt at the UOXl 
session uf Congress to be placed on mi 
equal footing with their northern com- 
petitors.

THE FUEL OF THE FUTURE. 

At the Into Bemi-aununl meeting of tho 
Ohio Institute of Mining Engineers, hold 
id Portsmouth, a paper was road on the 
subject of "Gas Fuel,'' by E. McMillin, 
which was listened to with deep interest. 
Ho discussed tho various kinds of gases, 
their uses, the processes of production, 
and made practical applications of the 

principles he hold. Ho exhibited u series 
of line churls, showing various processes 
of producing gas. As to the actual value 
of gas, ho laid, counting the natural gas 
at Kindlay at 100, coal gas would be 66, 
water gas L".) and producer gas 12. Ho said 
tho fuel of the future would be producer 
gas, or, rather, a mixture. He illustrated 
at length the cost, of this and its uses, and 
went minutely into an explanation of 
specific and Intent heat. A very interest- 
ing feature of the paper was the discus- 
sion of gus for metallurgical purposes. He 
Said the present manner of using fuel inji 
puddling furnace was next to criminal. In 
the [ronton mills it took morejcoal to molt 
a ton of iron than any place in the coun- 
try. There is no good reason for this, and 
it ought not to bo. Theoretically the waste 
is enormous. For instance, 700 pounds of 
coal are required to melt 500 pounds of 
metal by the present process. Now in 
those 700 pounds of coal are 10,028,956 
heat units, and yet only 256,000 bent 
units are required to molt those oOO 
pounds of metal. Hero is a waste of near- 
ly 10,000,001) heat units in one charge of 
the furnace- all gone up the chimney; 
completely squandered. Thus 117 percent, 
of I he heal value of the coal is wasted. 
This should be stopped, by u resort to 
gas, or greatly reduced by more improved 
processes for burning coal. 

SAILORSMYAOES. 

Sun Ifranelsco Owners anil Skippers to Import 
Senmen from the Atlantic. 

A crew was recently shipped on the ship 
Detroit for a voyage to Pugot Sound and 
return, for §40 a month wages. Yester- 
day the Secretary of the Coast Seamen's 
Union notified them of the recent advance 
of wages from $40 to $45 a month. The 
crew thereupon visited the Captain and 
informed him that in case the advance 
was not paid they would strike. Because 
of the scarcity of senmen, it is altogether 
probable tint the additional 85 a month 
will lie paid. 

The action of the Union in increasing 
the wages of coasting seamen, has some- 
what ueittcd the skippers and owners of 
vessels in the coasting trade; S-lf> a mouth 
to Sound and $50 to open ports is con 
sidercd by owners entirely too much when 
the question of their board is considered. 
Usually it takes a large vessel two months 
to make a trip to the northern Colliarics 
and return. On one of these trips the to- 
tal amount of wages to seamen alone 
amounts to not less than 81,800. 

It was rumored along the front yester- 
day that several Sun Francisco, Southern 
California and Eureka boat -owners were 
interesting themselves in a scheme to im- 
port a number of seamen from the Atlantic 
const where the ruling rate of wages is 
815. Their method will be to ship men in 
New York to make one round trip from 
this city to Puget Sound for $20 a month, 
tho schemers to pay the expenses of the 
seamen across the continent. By increas- 
ing the number of men in coastwise ports 
wages will regulate themselves ut a grout 
reduction. By so shipping men wages for 
two months would amount, mi n vessel 
carrying a crew of twenty. $800. Ex- 
penses would be £iS00, making 81,(500, 
us against an expense of 81,800 under the 
present system. Members of the Union, 
who have the advantage to-day, are great- 
ly worried over the report of the importa- 
tion of sailors-. — S. F. Ml".

THE LILLY 1.. 
The case against I he schooner Lilly L., 
of San Francisco, was proceeded with at 

tho re-assembling nf the court, the Biinio 
counsel appearing as before. Mi. De- 
lanoy examined Capt. Shopard. who 
proved that the schooner was seized on 

July Kith in latitude 55 15 north, longi 
nidi- 1711 38' west, about 59 miles to the 
sunt band a little west of the Pribylov 
islands. W hen the vessel was found she 
was under short sail and had oul three 
boats which tho witness presumed wore 
hunt ing fur seals. One of the boats on 
returning to the vessel bad aboard IWo 
dead seals which were put on board the 
cutter. Limits. Hall and Benhan board- 
ed the schooner; the former returned 
accompanied by Mr. Ladd, who represent- 
ed the own.-r. He claimed that the 
schooner had been catching seal and had 
aright to do so outside the throe league 
limit. The 1^7 skins and everything on 

board the schooner were seized. (The 
vessel's papers, including her clearance 
paper for the North Pacific I Icean and 
Bohriug oca, issued at Victoria June 2d, 
w ere put in as evidence). 

Lieut. Hall deposed: The captain said 
in mv presence that he claimed I he right 
of Liking seals out.side the three league 



hoarded her boats and decks bad ooen re- 
cently washed, but there were evidences 
of fresh blood, net twenty-four hours old, 
on both her boats and deck. The skins 
most recent ly I alien bad blood oozing 
from them and were mot discolored by 
salt. I )n being asked for bi.s log book the 
captain said be hud none, and the reason 
he gave for being in I hose waters was that 
he had been to start a cannery on the 
Xukou.

This schooner, in command of Capt. 
Raynor, was captured by the Bear on 
Aug. 25th, in latitude 54" north, long- 
titudo llili 68' west, 33 miles of Aktilan 
island, Bohring Son. Lieut. (). C. Ham- 
let, mi boarding the vessel, asked the 
captain what he was doing in those 
waters; he replied that he had put, in on 
account of a gale of wind. Some of the 
seal skins on board, tho captain said, had 
been taken three days before. Lieut. 
Hamlet noticed blood' ill the hold and 
also in l he main hatch, 'fhe skins on the 
top of the pile looked fresh, and there 
was evidence of their being freshly salted. 
(Mr. Delanoy put in the log book of the 
British schooner Ada and read therefrom 
three cnlries which slated that the Annie 
I. Algar had been seen by lbe former 
vessel on three different days in the 
Bohring Sea). The lotal number of

John O'Brien, one of the Bear's crew, 
deposed that after hoarding the vessel the 
tarpaulin over the hatchway was removed 
and he saw what was apparently fresh

Mr. Clark submitted to the court that 
there was no evidence thai lbe vessel had 
been engaged in fishing in forbidden wa- 
ters, and asked for the dismissal of the 
libel.
